East Side Continues Groundless 
Run on State Bank. |

SEVERAL HURT IN CRUSH 
“Cassie Chadwick and Frenzied Fi- 
nance” the Cause, President Says 
—All, Demands Promptly Met. 





As the result of a nonsensical panic 
among the depositors of the State Bank, 
376 Grand Street, the Jewish quarter of 
the east side was in a state of ferment all 
day yesterday. and the police had more 
than they could do in trying to preserve 
order on the block on which the bank is 
situated, between Norfolk and Suffolk 
Streets. ‘The reserves were called out 
from the Delancey Street Station, and a 
dozen plain clothes men were sent from 
Capt. Tighe was early at 
the scene, and remained until night, and 
Inspector Titus spent the entire afternoon 
in front of the institution, trying to quiet 
the excited depositors. 

In one of the mad rushes of depositors 
who fancied that their savings were in 
danger the police were swept aside as if 
they had been so many tin soldiers. Three 
of them, Roundsmen Blunt and Robinson 
and Detective Sergt. Kenney, were 
jammed over the iron railing at the inner 
edge of the sidewalk in front of the bank 
and fell to the areaway, sustaining inju- 
ries sufficiently serious to necessitate 
their relief from duty. Their clothing 
was torn to shreds. Two women, Rosa 
Zabriski of 165 Stanton Street and Rebec- 
ca Tessler of 116 Norfolk Street, tumbled 
into the basement with the policemen and 
were severely bruised, but climbed out 
and got back into line. The railing was

Inside the bank an extra force was as- 
sisting the regular employes in paying 
off depositors. All told, 103 men were 
hard at work, and at 6 o’clock, when the 
last depositor had been satisfied, just 
$80,963 had been withdrawn. Despite the 
withdrawals, the bank had thousands of 


dollars more in its vaults at closing time | 


than when the doors were opened, as the 
larger depsoitors rallied to its support 
generously. 

The State Bank is one of the richest 


financial institutions in the city. It has 
branches in Fifth Avenue and at Browns- 
ville. Its deposits aggregate more than 
$11,000,000, of which $7,000,000 is out on 
loan and $4,000,000 is held in reserve. 
It has a surplus of $750,000. According 
to the statement of Cashier A. I. Voorhis, 
there are almost 6,000 depositors. Last 
year profits amounting to 244 per cent 
on the capital stock were earned, and a 
dividend of 50 
remainder of the money cleared going to 
the surplus. The capital stock of the bank 
is only $100,000, and each share of stock 
is worth twelve or fifteen times its par 
value. 

Runs are no new thing in the history of 
the bank. In 1893 the Nebraska State 
Bank failed, and the headlines in the New 
York papers were abbreviated to read 
‘““Neb. State Bank Goes to the Wall.”

Frank E. Kinsman, President of the 
company that installed the automatic 
block signal on the express tracks of the 
road, was emphatic in his declaration yes- 
terday that the use of the automatic 
“trip”? on the local tracks would have 
prevented the accident and have made it 
absolutely impossible. He said: 

“The officers of the Interborough Com- 
pany are wrong in saying that its use 
would at all interfere with the operation 
of the local tracks. The device would 
operate only in case of an accident, and 
when an accident occurs or anything is 
wrong with the operation of the road it 
is necessary, as a matter of safety, to 
bring the trains to a standstill. Passen- 
gers demand absolute safety, and the in- 
stallation of the automatic stops will give 
them that. But the Interborough Com- 
pony stopped short with the installation 
of the system on the express tracks. Was 
it the cost? You must ask them for the 
reason. All I care to say is that if the 
automatic signal instead of the visual one 
had been installed on the local tracks 
there would have been no such accident 
as that of this morning. It would have 
been impossible.” 

On behalf of Mr. Kinsman’s company a 
statement was issued last evening. It 
says in part: 

‘*Few motormen need special protection 
all the time, but all motormen need spe- 
cial protection some of the time. 

“The question is a very large one from 
the railroad company’s standpoint, but it 
is also a larger one from the traveling 
public’s standpoint, and should be fairly 
met by both parties in interest. But to 
say that something must be done in this 
direction is only accepting the inevitable.

_ BROKER'S SEAT AN ASSET. 


Circuit Court of Appeals Hits Custom 
of Stock Exchange. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has handed down a decision that Is 


the New York Stock Exchange and to 
make the Stock Exchange seat of a 
bankrupt a common asset, the returns 
from the sale of which must be divided 
among all creditors. 

The decision was made in the case of 


| Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co., a Stock Exchange 
| firm. that failed over a year ago. 


Henry 
B. Ketcham, trustee in bankruptcy for 
the failed firm, sought to have the Ex- 
change seat held by Mr. Hatch of the 
firm sold and the proceeds turned over 
for distribution among the cred- 
itors. Mr. Hatch declined to do this, 
pleading the old-time tradition. that a 
seat on the New York Stock Exchange is 
a membership like that of a club, with 
certain privileges, and that membership 
is given only to those approved by the 
Membership Committee, and cannot be 
bought and sold. 

Simpson, Werner & Cardozo, attorneys 
for Mr. Ketcham, took the case into the 
Bankruptcy Court, and secured an order 
from Judge Holt of the United States 
District Court compelling Mr. Hatch to 
send to the Stock Exchange a request in 
writing that his seat be sold, and the 
proceeds be turned over to the Trustee. 
This order was appealed from, but the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Judge Townsend writing the opinion, has 
affirmed Judge Holt’s order. 

Officials of the Stock Exchange declared 
yesterday that the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, while it ordered 4 
Hatch to make a request for the sale of 
the seat, did not order the distribution 
of the money received from it among all 
the creditors, and that the Stock Ex- 
change creditors, according to custo 
would still be entitled to the money ti 
all claims of members had/ been sat- 
isfied.

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SENATE MUSTN'T 
ARBITRATION TREATIES 


If it Does, the President Will 
. Withdraw Them. 


HE REASSURES THE SOUTH 


Says There is No Danger That the 
Question of State Bonds Will 
Be Arbitrated. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—President 
Roosevelt has let it be plainly known that 


if the various arbitration treaties now | 


before the Senate are to be emasculated 
he will withdraw them. 

In order to allay the fears of the South- 
ern Senators, who have proposed to put 
in provisions to prevent arbitration of 
claims based on repudiated bonds of their 
States, the President has written the fol- 
lowing letter to Senator Cullom, Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations: 

“TJ notice in connection with the general 
arbitration treaties now before the Sen- 
ate that suggestions have been madd to 
the effect that under them it might be 
possible to consider as matters for ar- 
bitration claims against certain States of 


the Union in reference to certain State 


debts. I write to say, what of course you 
personally know, that under no conceiva- 
ble circumstances could any such con- 
struction of treaty be for a moment cn- 
tertained by any President. 

“The holders of the State debts u 
them with full knowledge of the constitu- 
tional limitations upon their 
through any action of the National Gov- 
ernment, and must rely solely on State 
credit. Such a claim against a State could 
under no conditions be submitted by the

tration, any more than such @ claim 
against a county or municipality could be 
thus submitted for arbitration.

President Roosevelt, at the conference 


last Saturday between him and prominent | 
members of the Senate and the House of | 


Representatives, informed the Senators 
that he desired that the arbitration treat- 
fes be ratified. In his opinion, he said, 
such action was of the highest import- 
ance. He said he would not permit the 
pending treaties to be radically changed, 
as it had been intimated they might be in 
; the course of their consideration by the 
Senate. He declared frankly that, rather 
(than have the treaties affected in prin- 
ciple by their consideration in the Senate, 
‘he would absolutely withdraw them. 


The President and Secretary Hay felt, | 
in negotiating the treaties, that a long} 
and, 


step toward universal arbitration 
consequently, universal peace, had been 
‘taken. Both have expressed surprise that 
an attitude inimical 
should have been assumed by some Sen- 
ators. The President has expressed the 
hope that this attitude may not be main- 
tained successfully, as not only the people 
of America, but the people of the world. 
as represented in the conventions, are 
anxious that these negotiations looking to 
the peaceful settlement of questions which 
otherwise might cause war should be 
concluded. 

The President has impressed upon mem- 
bers of Congress that he regards the ar- 
bitration treaties and a formidable Ameri- 
can Navy as the best assurance of peace 
the United States could possibly have. 
He told several callers to-day that he 
wanted the treaties ratified and the naval 
Programme carried. out without serious 
modification.

Boese Got 136,863 Shares of 
Stock, Says Manager. 


‘THAT MIDNIGHT CONFERENCE 


Munroe’s Man Says He Made No State- 
ment of Assets to Leach and Loo- 
mis—Suspension Next Day. 


Some of the remarkable things that can 
happen to the capital stock of a hab- 
erdashery-brokerage firm engaged in 
making a market for securities were 
brought out yesterday at the hearing in 
the Munroe & Munroe bankruptcy case. 
E. W. Curtis, manager for Munroe & 
Munroe, was on the witness stand for 
a two hour session and Samuel Unter- 
myer, who was conducting the examina- 
tion, got down to the details of the Mun- 
roe business at once.

Methodists Introducing Dairy Industry 
as Well as Religion. 


Some time this month there will be land- 
ed in a southern province in China three 
missionary cows. They are traveling from 
California under the conduct of the Rev. 
William N. Brewster, a Methodist Epis- 
copal missionary at Hinghua, South China. 
A letter from Mr. Brewster, mailed at 
Honolulu, says the cows are enjoying the 
voyage as well as the rest of the passen- 
gers of the good ship Siberia. 

When Mr. Brewster first went to Hing- 
|} hua, in 1890, there was not a native cow 
in the whole region that had ever been 
| used for dairy purposes. They use their 
cows for plowing only. The missionary 
bought a cow and succeeded in getting 
about two quarts of milk a day. The 
milk cost him not less than 10 cents a 
;quart, After a while he arranged with a 
jnative to sell him milk at about 
G6 cents a quart. During the last twelve 
years the people of the region have 
learned the value of milk in sickness. 
Quite a number of men, mostly converts 
to Christianity, are making a fair living 

by keeping cows and selling the milk not 
|} only to the foreigners, but also to native 
|; customers. A man may be seen leading 
jor driving one or two cows through the 
| street, sounding a horn to let the people 
|know that the milkman is coming. The 
cow is milked at the door of the customer, 


| who buys by the ounce what he knows to 
be undiluted milk.

‘““You did that, I suppose,”’ said Mr. Un- 
termyer, ‘‘ so as to have a nice clean fail- 
ure?” 

Curtis did not reply, but in answer to 
further questions said that the assets of 
Munroe & Munroe after the Montreal and 
Boston stock had been gotten out of the 
way consisted, so far as he knew, of one 
share still remaining from the 281,504, 
$9,292.88 in the bank, and some Marconi 
securities, the exact value of which he 
did not know. 

Mr. Untermyer asked him about 30,000 
shares of the 129,640 sold by brokers on 
Dec. 7, with which F. Brewer & Co. were 
charged on the books, and subsequent 
questions, based on the entries on the 
books themselves, brought out that Brew- 
er & Co. were credited with having set- 
tled for but 15,000 of the 30,000 shares. 
Curtis’s attention was then called to the 
fact that the entries in the Brewer ac- 
count had been crossed out and the ac- 
count altered so as to make it appear that 
Brewer only got 15,000 shares. Curtis said 
that the books must be wrong; that he 
did not know who made the erasures, and 
that Brewer must stand indebted to the 
Munroes at present for 15,000 shares. Who 
Brewer was or what his business standing 
Curtis did not know. 

The 15,000 shares that Brewer got, how- 
ever, did not explain fully how 129,640 
shares of stock could be sold at an aver- 
age price of $3.50 a share so as to realize 
only $399,820. It then developed that 10,000 
shares had been sold to W. Miller on Dec, 
7 at $2.50 a share, or $1 under the market. 
Mr. Miller said later in the day that this 
was under contract.

COTTON RISKS CANCELED. 


Insurance Reported Withdrawn from 
Districts That Burned Staple. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 11.—Insurance 
companies which have placed policies on 
cotton in warehouses throughout the 
| South are stated to have cancelled all 
| policies on cotton in districts where the 
staple has been burned, even in the small- 
}est quantities, 

In districts where the farmers have met 
| and discussed the burning of cotton as 
| a means of raising prices, insurance pol- 
icies, it is said, have been raised about 
50 per cent. It is understood on The local 
Cotton Exchange that there is an agree- 
ment among the insurance companies, or 
at least an understanding, to the effect 
| that all of the companies will act simi- 
larly in the matter. This action has 
Stopped the burning of cotton in so far 


as the country merchants and country 
bankers can nave any influence. 





ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 11.—Local repre- 
sentatives of various insurance companies 
| to-day denied that any of their compa- 
nies had canceled policies on cotton in any 
locality, and declared that there has been 
| no concerted action in this direction. Sev- 
| eral companies refused to issue policies on

The vanguard of thousands of Moloka- 
nys, who have heen called Russian Quak-

Robert Hunter, in discussing the newest 
move of the Child Labor Committee yes- 
terday, said: | 

“Both the Child Labor Committee and | 
the»National Child Labor Committee are | 
in this movement to bring about a bet- 
terment of conditions with relation to} 
child labor, which we believe can only be 
by a change in the executive of the State 
Labor Department. 

“We have nothing against Mr. Mc- 
Mackin personally, but believe the evils 
of the department have centred in him. 
He is responsible for the lack of system 
and the notable inefficiency of the De- 
partment of Inspection. 

‘““We are convinced that many evils 
have grown up since he took office, and 
these evils we have endeavored to desig- 
nate in the document which we are send- 
ing to Gov. Higgins. We do not believe 
that. these evils can be eradicated while 
Mr. McMackin is in office. 

“We are out against him, and we in- 
tend to get him. If we cannot show to 
Gov. Higgins’s satisfaction in this man- 
ner that McMackin is totally unfit for 
the place, we shall then show such things 
as will warrant us in demanding the re- 
moval of the Commissioner. We have no 
desire to do this, if it can be avoided.

Owing to their wealth and numbers, how- 
ever, the Government did nut dare to send 
them to Siberia, but instead banished 
them to the other side of the Caucasian 
Mountains, near Persia. Here they formed 
a colony and prospered. At present there 
are over 200,000 of the sect, and all, says 
Deamens, will ultimately come to Ameri- 
ca. In Los Angeles they will go into fruit 
culture and general farming. 

Another party of these Russian Quak- 
ers will arrive next week and go at once 
to California. and Deamens says a de- 
tachment will reach this country every 
few days this year.

the effect of a higher charge for trans- 
portation. There is a tax for private 
profit in each case, and there is a bur- 
den in each case imposed on consumers 
of which the Government gets no bene- 
fit whatever. But the tax extorted by 
the tariff on rails affects every interest 
in the land, and the profit goes into the 
pockets of one of the most conspicuous 
combinations against which Mr. Roosz- 
VELT is so constantly and strenuously 
declaiming. This is but a single in- 
stance. The unfair and odious advan- 
tage bestowed on the Beef Trust, which 
increases the cost of food to the entire 
Nation, is another. The like advantage 
given to the Paper Trust by the tax on 
the material of its product and on 
the product itself, is given at the ex- 
pense of all readers, from those who 
read the President’s books to those of 
the country newspapers, a class for 
whom he has very properly professed 
the greatest solicitude. The taxes on

City to Pay $540,000 for St. George 
Terminal. 








An agreement. has practically been

Mr. Grout Thinks They will Testify

SAYS INQUIRY IS ILLEGAL 


| Counsel for Lighting Companies De 


clares It Like a “ Fishing Expedi- 
tion ” Before Trial of Action. 


“To prison for life with all recalci- 
trants!” declared Controller Grout fierce-

Commenting yesterday on the article 
on Savings Banks by John Harsen 
Rhoades in THE NEw Yor«K Times Annual 
Financial Review, William C. Sturges, 
President of the Seamen’s Bank for 
Savings and the Dean of the Presidents 
of such institutions in this city, said:

This may come to pass, for Gov. Higgins 
is of the opinion that the tax should 
never have become law.

Throng of Friends Hears Eulogies of 
Railroad President at Church 
of the Messiah.

ful legato, beautiful phrasing, sustained 
power, and dramatic coloring. 

Of this Mme. Nordica, Miss Edyth 
Walker, Mr. Knote, and Mr. Van Rooy 
gave some of the highest exemplifications 
that we have heard here. They are all 
well-remembered and well-beloved repre- 
sentatives of the chief characters of the 
drama except Mr. Knote, who appeared as 
Tristan for the first time in New York. 
The part is not one for which he has all 
the qualifications in imposing presence 
and heroic style, torrential passion, and 
consuming ardor. His finest achievement 
is in the singing of the music; and it has 
hardly been more superbly sung here than 
it was by him. 

His voice, at its best in power and 
purity, took on the heroic accent and a 
wealth of dramatic color that fitted the 
music with the highest of its expressive 
potency. It was, of course, heard to the 
best advantage in the more lyric pas- 
sages; for the bursts of delirious anguish 
in the last act he has not quite the 
volume necessary. Mr. Knote has a deep- 
lily felt and highly intelligent conception of 
ithe part, that in no wise failed in ade- 
| quate interpretation of it. It is not to be 
ranked with some of the greatest we 
have had, but it is one that gave an un- 
common pleasure in many ways. 

Mme. Nordica returned to the character 
of Isolde, in which she has reached per- 
haps her highest level as a dramatic sing- 
er. She sang it beautifully last evening, 
and acted it with the intelligence and un- 
derstanding of its significance that she 
showed in years past. It is an intellectual 
triumph that she gains in it, for, with all 
ithe respect she compels for her mastery of 
lits various phases, she rarely gives the 
impression of real passion or of a really 
| profound sympathy with it. Her mastery 
lof it is forced by the sheer power of will 
| rather than by the impulse and sweep of 
temperament. There were some moments 
of uneertainty in her performance last 
evening, as in the duet in the second act, 
when she seemed at a loss for the musical 
phrase, and there were some passages of 
wrong intonation. But these were tempo- 
rary shadows upon an interpretation that 
ranks high in the annals of the Metrop- 
politan.

TRACK RECEIPTS $3,805,126. 


Report of State Commissioner Shows 


Turf Is Prosperous. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 11.—Charles W. Ander- 
son, State Supervisor of Racing Accounts, 
havigg within his jurisdiction the racing 
associations receiving licenses from the 
State Racing Commission, has made his 
seventh annual report to the State Con- 
troller. It shows ‘that for the season 
which closed on Nov. 15 last the gross re- 


‘| ceipts of these associations were $3,805,- 
|} 126.01, and the tax thereon, 


wihch goes 
to the agricultural societies in this State, 
was $190,256.30. These receipts are, with 
the exception of one single year, the 
largest in the history of racing in this 
country, and the tax and the benefits to 
the agricultural societies rank corre- 
spondingly. 

The table which follows shows that two 
of the racing associations—the Brighton 
Beach and the Buffalo—exceeded in gross 
receipts their revenues of 1903. Buffalo’s 
increase was due to the fact that it raced 
for a greater number of days in 1904 than 
it did in 1908. The Brighton Beach Rac- 
ing Association in 1908 paid in as tax 
$27,967.40. In 1904 its tax was $31,341.86. 
The tax of the Buffalo Racing Associa- 
tion in 1903 was $3,042.88, and in 1904 it 
was $5,324.45. The gross receipts of all 
the associations in 1904 and the tax there-

During the incumbency of Mr. Ander- 
son, which is since 1898, the gross tax 


which has been levied upon racing asso- 
ciations, and which has been appropriated 
to the several agricultural societies hold- 
ing annual fairs, and to farmers’ insti- 
tutes, has been $959,612.47. And, during 
the ten years in which racing has been 
superintended by ‘the State Racing Com- 
mission, under what is known as the 
Percy-Gray law, the total tax so paid in 
has been $1,101,475.95. 

This sum has gone directly from racing 
to the encouragement of agriculture in 
this State, while the indirect benefits in 
stimulus to breeding and the price of 
horse maintenances, &c., were much 
larger. it is from it that the premium 
lists for awards for excellence in agri- 
cultural and in mechanical products is 
made. It is true that if there were no 
racing tax agriculture still would be en- 
couraged by the State, but if without 
racing agriculture was stimulated by ap- 
propriation to attain a result equal to 
that which it has received in the past 
ten years, it would have cost the public 
the $1,100,000, which would have had to 
be taken out of the public funds and 
raised through general taxation.
